PENGUIN GOALTENDER DENIS HERRON: 
LET’S GET REACQUAINTED

A couple of days into preseason training camp, the 
Penguins announced that they had reacquired 
goaltender Denis Herron. It’s the third stint in Pitts- 
burgh for the rather smallish Frenchman, and it’s one 
that should be beneficial for both. The 5’ 11”, 165 
pounder became extremely popular during his last 
tour of duty and many loyal Penguin fans were 
shocked when he was traded to Montreal. 

Herron contributed more than his French heritage to 
the rich Canadian tradition. In three seasons, he 
played, respectively, 34, 25 and 27 regular season 
games and posted goals against averages of 2.51, 3.50 
and 2.64. 

In getting Herron back to Pittsburgh, Coach Eddie 
Johnston thinks he has the ‘“‘best goaltending team in 
the league.”’ He plans on Herron playing roughly about 
a third of the games, mostly on the road. 


To refresh memories, or bring others up to date, 
Herron’s professional career started when he was 
made the Penguins’ third choice (40th overall) in the 
1972 draft. He spent most of his first three seasons in 
the minors before being traded to Kansas City (which 
became Colorado which became New Jersey). In the 
summer of ’76, the Pens re-signed Herron as a free 
agent. Three summers later, however, he was traded to 
Montreal, along with the Pens’ second round draft 
pick, for Pat Hughes and Rob Holland. 

So, this year Denis is back in Pittsburgh. He seems 
happy to be back, and the Pens are glad to have the 
goaltending strengthened. 

We asked Denis a few questions to get re- 
acquainted: 


Q. What was your reaction to being traded from 
Montreal back to Pittsburgh? 

| was very surprised. But | was also very happy. | 
was surprised because the same general manager who 
traded me to Montreal is the one who got me back 
here. | was happy because | know Pittsburgh and enjoy 
it here, 


QeHave you noticed any change in the Penguin 
organizationgsince you were here before?

| think the oné héré,is becoming comparable. One ad- 
vantage here is that Lthink the coaching is better. 


Q. You became,known as a road goalie, why? 

It just kind of happend, My first year in Montreal, | 
played home and away.“Ehe second year | played more 
on the road, | guess becaus@f"was able to win con- 
sistently on the road. It wasn'tethat.! didn’t win at 
home. My record there was good also. Last season, | 
only played three at home, but won them all. | played 
24 on the road. | think it’s harder to\play on the road, 
but | like it. | feel comfortable on the road, | think 
that’s why Pittsburgh wanted me. The road record of 
the Pens last year was not good. 


Q. It’s said by some that playing in Montreal is dif- 
ferent than in other cities. Is that so? 

Yes, | think it is. There’s much more pressure in 
Montreal. There is so much more media covering every

CAT ON A HOT TIN SEAT 


Like the neighborhood feline that somehow 
manages to climb a tree without much hope of 
being able to climb down, Emile “The Cat” 
Francis has climbed onto the national Hockey 
League hot seat. 

The 56-year-old native of North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan, already had his name chiseled in 
marble in hockey’s pantheon. After 36 seasons 
in the NHL, Francis had already earned his 
niche in the Hockey Hall of Fame and also had 
earned the coveted Lester Patrick Trophy, 
emblematic of meritorious service to hockey in 
the United States. 

But the Cat is willing to risk the accolades 
and glory of those personal achievements for 
the chance to realize his lifelong dream: Pro- 


duce a Stanley Cup champion. 

Last March 9, with the St. Louis Blues show- 
ing a 28-24-6 record, Francis reluctantly fired 
Coach Red Berenson, who had made the Blues 
the NHL’s most improved team in each of the 
previous two seasons. To replace Berenson, 
Francis named the best man he knew: himself. 

All of which made for a rather crowded hat 
rack in The Cat’s Checkerdome office. He had, 
to the shock of many, added a head coach's hat 
to those he already wore: those of general 
manager, governor and president of the St. 
Louis Blues. 

With Francis prowling behind the bench for 
the final 12 regular-season games, St. Louis 
posted a 4-2-6 record (for a final mark of 32-40-8) 
but the former New York Rangers bench boss 
proved he can still do the job by directing the 
Blues through three mini-training camps before 
leading them to a stunning upset of the Winni- 
peg Jets in the playoff preliminary round. 

St. Louis ultimately bowed out in six games 
of the Blues’ quarterfinal series against the 
Chicago Black Hawks, but Francis was satisfied 
on*at least one count: He had found his head 
coach for the 1982-83 season. 

Itwas that guy in the mirror again. 

Why Wwould-Francis subject himself to the 
slings and arrows of the media and St. Louis 
fans? Because.he yearns to achieve his lifelong 
quest for, in hiS oWn words, “The Holy Grail,” 
that battered silvertrophy that has eluded many 
other coaches Wwhoghad)a helluva lot less to 
lose. 

But The Cat is not aloser: Were he, the St. 
Louis Blues franchise would/have closed up 
shop five summers ago. 

Francis had ended a 14-year/relationship with 
the Rangers because of the same qualities that 
later kept the Blues from destitution: His loyalty 
and his sense of responsibility. 

“For 14 years, | worked for the Rangers as 
coach and then as general manager. No

ICING THE PUCK 


Icing the puck is not permitted when the teams are 
at equal numerical strength. Thus it is an infraction 
when a player on his team’s side of the red center 
line shoots the puck all the way down the ice, it 
crosses the red goal line at any point other than the 
goal itself and is first touched by a defending 
player. When this occurs, play is stopped and the 
puck is returned to the other end of the ice for a 
face-off in the offending team’s zone. 


Icing the puck is not called if: 

A. The goalie plays the puck by leaving his net. 

B. If the puck cuts across part of the goal crease. 

C. When a defending opponent, in the judgement 
of the lineman, could have played the puck be- 
fore it crossed the red goal line. 

D. When an attacking player who was onside 
(in the same zone) when the puck was shot 
down the ice, manages to touch first.

game and practice. They expect much more and are 
much more critical. 


Q. Which opposing players do you watch most 
closely? 

I’m most conscious, of course, of the players who 
are most likely to get the most shots in the game. | 
study the three or four big names on each team. You 
have to try to anticipate whether they’re likely to shoot 
it or carry it in further and maybe try to deke you. 


Q. How much different is it for the goaltender when 
his team is shorthanded because of a penalty? 

You have to concentrate even harder and you have 
to talk to your defensemen more to help them know 
what’s happening in front of the net and to help them 
clear rebounds. You have to make the key save at the 
right time. 


Q. How do you stay involved in the game when 
you're not playing? 

First of all, | prepare for every game as if I’m going 
to start in goal. You never know when you might have 
to go into the game. During the warmup, when I’m not 
taking shots, I’ll watch the other goaltender, particular- 
ly if he’s new, and try to pick something up to help our 
players. On the bench, | scream and cheer and stay in- 
volved. | try to help out the defenseman by yelling if 
there’s someone in front of the net. 


Q. How did you get started playing goal? 

When | was four years old, my father bought me 
goalie equipment and said ‘‘now you're a goalie.” He 
played goal in the senior league back home. 


Q. What’s been your biggest thrill in hockey? 

Last year. | had the best goals against average (2.64), 
the most shutouts (3) and we won the Vezina Trophy 
for the best team goaltending. 


Q. With you and Michel Dion both being French, 
does it help create a special relationship? 

We get along well with each other and talk freely. 
Whether it’s because we’re French, | don’t know. We 
dostalk/to each other mostly in French, though. 


Q..Haveyou ever before had a coach who was a 
former goaltend@r?

problems whatsoever until a guy named Alan 
Cohen became president of Madison Square 
Garden and an instant expert on pro basketball 
and hockey,” Francis once related to Neil 
Milbert of the Chicago Tribune. 

“The first year, he was in the hair of Eddie 
Donovan (former GM of the Knicks). The next 
year, it was my turn. I’d given up coaching 
because the war with the WHA took all my at- 
tention and had turned the job over to Ron 
Stewart. 

“One day | got acall at home and it was 
Cohen. He said: ‘I have a suggestion — fire 
Stewart!’ | thanked.him for his interest and told 
him as long as was)running the club, | would 
decide who would be-fired and when. 

“Five days later,.in Montreal, Cohen called me 
in and asked that | fire Stewart or resign. | re- 
fused to do either, so |.got fired and then 
Stewart got the axe. 

“After | came home, my wife said to me, ‘You 
must feel terrible.’ | told her,“Nostfeel great. I’m 
not looking back. I’m looking ahead.’ ” 

But soon after joining the Blues organization 
as president, general manager and stockholder 
of a club whose chief asset was red ink, Francis 
did a lot of looking around. For help. Financial 
help. 

The bleakest hours occurred Sept. 29, 1977 
when Francis attended an NHL Board of Gover- 
nors meeting in Chicago knowing that the fran- 
chise was, at that very moment, teetering on the 
brink of bankruptcy. But, of course, he couldn’t 
let his fellow governors get an inkling of those 
dire straits. 

“The previous owners (the Salomon family) 
had pulled out,” explained Francis, who had held 
10 percent of the stock — or, as he says, “10 
percent of nothing.” 

“When | went to that (governors) meeting, we 
didn’t have an owner. At midnight, the person we 
thought would be the buyer had called to say 
that his group no longer was interested. 

“The next morning before the governors, | had 
to act as though everything was under control. | 
told them we were on the verge of completing a 
deal. But the truth was, | didn’t have the vaguest 
idea where we were going to find somebody. 

“Then | was called out of the meeting for a 
phone call. It was one of my people back in St. 
Louis. ‘Get out of Chicago and back here,’ he 
said. ‘We might have a buyer, but the only per- 
son they want to talk to is you! 

“It was the people from Ralston-Purina. They’d 
heard about the other deal falling through. They 
want to keep hockey in St. Louis, so they were 
willing to buy the team and the rink, and they 
had the foresight to realize we'd have to suffer 
for a couple of years to do this thing right.” 

Nobody suffered more than Francis, the first 
person in the office every morning and the last 
to leave every night until, bit by bit, the dark 
clouds dispersed and the horizon grew brighter. 

Talk to Francis about that horizon today and 
he’s likely to tell you that brightness is but a 
reflection of The Holy Grail that awaits him 
around the bend. 

So, don’t worry about the Cat. 

He always lands on his feet.
